Many little things conduce to 


.plensneba, the avoidance of wbich 


will remove that trouble, 


Indigestion, cold feet, overfatigue, tea 


and coffee taken in excess, excitement 
generally, all tend to a restlessness of 
the brain, which prevents calm sleep. 
Many devices are resorted to to expel 
such nervonsucba. The old suggestion, 
made in ridicule originally, to read some 
very dry book or to have some one talk 
yon to sleep is really excellent in prac- 
tice Tho dull monotony of a prosy book, 
and even more the dull monotone of a 
prosy talker, usually produces just the 
dull impressions on tho brain which are 
required to induce sleep. A monotonous 
train of thought often serves. 


An eminent student of. brain disorders 


prescribed the constant dripping of. water 
on a metal pan. The regular ticking of 
n clock frequently sends sleepless per- 
sons into the desired state of brain inac- 
tion, though in fact all these processes 
may serve to drive a very nervous per- 
son into a wild hysteria of wakefulness. 
But an oM and most curiously recom- 
mended }) 
ical process comes to tis in 


old books 
It was announced many years ago as a 


great discovery in England by a Mr. 
Gardner, and most commendatory testi- 
monials as to its effectiveness were given 
by the lato Prince Albert, Sir Fowell 
Bus ton, Sheridan Knowles and other 
eminent persons, 
ft was considered so 


valuable that a largo sum had to bo paid 
for it for publication by Mr. Binns ia 
his quaint book, now almost unknown, 
entitled "Tho Anatomy of Sleep." 


Tho prescription as therein printed is 


as follows: The person who after going 
to bed finds himself sleepless is to lie on 
his right side, with his head comfortably 
placed on the pillow, having his neck 
straight so that respiration maybe un- 
impeded. Let him then close his lips 
slightly and take ft rather full inspira- 
tion, breathing through the nostrils un- 
less breathing through the mouth ia 
habitual. Having taken the f till inspira- 
tion, tho lungs are to be left to their 
own action; that is, expiration is not to 
bo interfered with. Attention must now 
bo fixed upon the respiration. 


The person must imagine that he sees 


the breath passing from his nostrils in a 
continuous stream, and at the instant 
that ho brings his mind to conceive this, 
apart from all other ideas, conscicrasness 
leaves him and he falls nsleep, Some- 
times it happens that the method does 
not at once succeed. It should then be 
persevered in. 
Let the person take 


thirty or forty full inspirations and pro- 
ceed, as before; but ho must by no moans 
attempt to count the respirations, for if 
he does the mere counting will keep him 
from sleep. 
It is certainly to be said of this plan 


that it is safe and can easily bo tested. 
The other prescriptions, sxich as a good 
conscionco and u well earned fatigue, 
need not bo set aside on account of it. 
—Now York Tribune. 


Amount of Sleep Required. 


Sleep is tho principal agent in body re- 


cuperation. The amount needed is dif- 
ferent for aiflerent persons. For the or- 
dinary worker from six to eight hours ia 
necessary; yet how often, in the battle 
for existence, is the desire for sleep forci- 
bly suppressed and tho night's rest fool- 
ishly shortened. Sooner or later insom- 
nia wreaks its vengeance on the phy- 
siological sinner. Many a person who 
once robbed himself of the necessary 
amount of sleep would now gladly sleep, 
but cannot. 
Many nervo troubles first develop into 


disease when joined with sleeplessness. 
It appears as a symptom of a long stand- 
ing nervous disturbance, but to many it 
appears as tho first signs of disorders, 
when it is only ;i result of causes in oper- 
ation long before.—Herald of Health.

Reference wag made yesterday to the 


strike of the employes of the American 
Tool & Axe Co., on account of the hostil- 
ity of the Company to labor unions, and 
tbia ia bat one of numerous instances of 
the same sort. Wherever workmen can be 
imported from abroad to cheapen labor, or 
•wherever an excuse can be made to reduce 
wages, the protected manufacturers are 
sure to take advantage of the chance. A 
few days ago a manufacturer in Germany, 
in view of the high prices of bread and 
meat, voluntarily increased the pay of bis 
hands and added to the amount he regu- 
larly pays superannuated 
employes in 


pensions. 
Where do we see instances of 


this kind of generosity among American 
capitalists working bodies of men in pro- 
tected industries? 


Instead of the condition of the laboring 


man being ameliorated by the policy of 
protectioD, it is gradually but surely being 
made worse. Syndicates and trusts are the 
handmaids of protection, and by means of 
these the monopolists attempt to regulate 
the times and conditions under which labor 
shall be performed. 
They shut down or 


start up at pleasure their furnaces, their 
looms, their machinery, because, having 
fall control of the supply of manufactured 
goods in the market, with neither foreign 
nor domestic competition, they can make 
as much money by running their establish- 
ment part of the time as they would by 
running constantly. 


There never was a greater fallacy than 


that the protection now enjoyed by the 
eastern manufacturers wonld raise 
the 


wages of their employes. The protected 
manufacturers pocket every cent of the 
bonus that protection gives them. 
The 


tariff rate is added to tbe price of thei 
floods, and they get their labor where the: 
can get it the cheapest. The wages paid 
to the men is less than half per capita o 
the product of their labor—less than hal 
their earnings. 


The pretense that a high tariff is ueces 


sary on foreign manufacturers in order to 
protect American workmen is fraudulent 
Statistics show that it coats $1 58 worth o 
labor in England to make a ton of steel 
and $1 52 worth in the United States 
$2 54 worth for a ton of steel rails in Eng- 
land and $1 54 worth in the United States 
61 cents' worth in England to make a ton 
of pig iron, and in the United States 78 
cents' worth. 
Thus in two great products 


the labor is cheaper in the United State 
than in Great Britain, and in only one is i 
higher. 
Tbe explanation of this is in th 


greater efficiency of American labor. 
On 


fourth more wages will be earned by an 
American workman than by a British 
workman, for be will do a third mor 
work. Bis services are estimated by th 
amount of product he turns out. There i 
no other country in the world where 
manufacturer takes as much profit out o 
the earnings of his employes aa in th 
northeastern part of the United States. 


Bat there is another side to this questio 


—the cost cf living under a protectiv 
tariff. 
The working classes have ha 


ample time to discover the difference i 
their grocery, shoe and dry goods bills a 
compared with those rendered before th 
MoKinley tariff law went into effect. Thi 
tariff levies almost CO per cent, on near! 
all the necessaries of life consumed by 
family, 
The lumber, window glass, nail 


and other hardware in tbe bouses they liv 
in are so taxed. The carpets, tbe lookin 
glass, the dishes, the sheets, blankets 
•hoee. clothing, tinware, tools, stove* 
grates, needles, buttons, thread, twine an 
many other such articles, the lowest a 
well us tbe highest, are taxed. It is est 
mated that the tariff is $12 a head for tb 
total population of the country, and wit 
an average of five persons to a family, tin 
would make $60 a year to go to the

in the countries where it is made.

has a real value in every country in the 
world, and is a proper basis for exchange 
It can never under any circumstances de 
preciate like confederate money, and lik 
any snd all paper promises are likely to do 
The American people want it and the] 
mean to have it, despite the absurd theo- 
ries and the selfish schemes of those wh 
are in league with tbe foreign money 
brokers.

Edison's Latest, 


pnclal to the Journal. 


NEW YOBK, Ootober 20.—The Herald

Thomas A, Edison, the electrical 


wizard, has jntt completed two inventions, 
>efore the wonderful and far-reaching re- 
alts of which all bia other remarkable dis- 
overies are comparatively insignificant. 
Oae is tbe practical application of elec- 
rioity to the great railroad lines, by which 
a speed far beyond anything achieved by 
team may be attained, and the other in the 
pplioation of electricity to the propulsion 
>f street cars without the use of tbe dnnger- 
IQS, unsightly aod inconvenient overhead 
:onst ruction. 


For two years Mr. Edison has been ea- 


;aged on experiments in this direction, 
le has mat with almost insuperable diffi 
onlties, but he has stuck to Mi work with 
hat dogged pertinacity for which he is 
amous, and at last he has been successful. 
The general principle of the street car in- 
vention is that the electric current passes 
down through one line of rails, is picked 
up by the car, passes through the motor 
beneath it, and goes out on tbe other side 
and returns through the other Hue of rails 
to the central power station. 


Mr. Edison's other great discovery is to 


obviate the difficulty met with io the at- 
tainment of a high rate of speed on the 
ordinary steam railway, which ia the inter 
ference of steam. Tbe injection and ex 
bauet of the steam into and from the cjliu 
dera is so rapid in its alternation that be 
yond a certain limit it is impossible to 
work, and this is the inherent defect in ol 
steam propnlsijn, because of tbe necossit; 
of the conversion of reciprocating motion 
nto rotary action. 


In tbe new electro motor this difficult; 


vanishes and tbe limit of speed is only tba 
of the endurance of the machinery and the 
strength of the tracks, 
With this inven 


tion of Mr. Edison a>pefd of 100 miles o 
more an hour will be more easily attainabl 
than the ordinary speed of fifty to sixty 
miles an hour. 


This ia also in the hands of the Edison 


General Electric Company, and negotia 
tiona are now in progress for th« applica 
tion of the system to one o! the long line 
of railway.

quence had more cogency than our offer, 
Cor the driver of the vehicle chosen 
would not accept us as his passengers 
because we "belonged" to the othsr man 
tie had captured us; had acquired a 
right of property in us which all other 
cabmen weie boai.d to respect, and every 
cabman to whom \vo biiLcossively ad- 
dressed ourselves refused vu-> in tho same 
way. 
Wo were bojoottod 
The cab 


men of tho PiriBiis wove 0111- and indi- 
visible in their determination that we 
should make our entiy into Greece be- 
hind tho worst pair of horses e\er seen 
or otherwise go afoot 
If the Gret-k-i 


had stood together half as well in their 
dealings with the Turks and other foes 
as they did on this occasion against 
''.iree peaceful wa> hirers the famous 
•dream that Greece iin^ht still bo free" 
might have become a dazzling and mag- 
nificent reality. 


But we had read long before this in a 


book by one Plato, called the "Republic," 
that Socrates and several other fellows 
had one day walked down from Athens 
to the Piraens, and in fact that they had 
there talked among themselves the whole 
contents of that interesting book, and 
we are reasonably sure that as to the 
walks and talks of Socrates we are 
equal to the walks, at least, and BO we 
would walk, either with Socrates or with 
tho melodious Irishman who, when he 
did not walk, "rods in chaises." 
We 


walked, therefore, with the Irishman's 
alternative objurgation on our tongues. 


And as wo walked along the awfully 


dirty street, with the ships on one side 
and the wretched little shops and vile 
smelling restaurants on the other- 
wretched shops and vile smelling res- 
taurants having over their doors gran- 
diloquent signs in Greek, which, though 
bad, 
was good enough to keep in one's 


mind the ancient glories—as wo did all 
this, actually passing on the way a monu- 
ment with the head of Themistocles on a 
Doric column, one little ragamuffin of a 
driver followed us like a pestilent horsa 
fly, tearing ahead at full speed and halt- 
ing in front of us and declaiming con- 
stantly that we were his and that _wo 
were cheating him by refusing to ride. 
With what immense energy he would 
dash ahead, halt in front of us, get down 
and open tho door of his cab nnd appeal 
to us to enter. But he appealed to hearts 
hardened with silent rage. We were 
within a few miles of tho spot where 
Desmosthenes said savago things at the 
tearing sea with pebble stones in his 
mouth, and if this fellow could have said 
all these things, even if ho had practiced 
with paving stones in his mouth, he could 
not have convinced us. 


THE FRIENDLY HORSE CAB. 


Suddenly there camo an unlocked for 


solution to this mean little drama. There 
appeared upon tho ,6cene, here at the 
very end of the long walls, that awfully 
modern contrivance, a horse car. 
How, 


as a horse car is presumably tho prop- 
erty of a corporation, and as tho great 
distinction of a corporation is that it has 
no soul, one perceived that here wa 
might bo free from the immediate con- 
sequences of the boycott, and wo enter- 
ed the horse car, which, by tho way, was 
certainly tho cleanest vehicle in all that 
part of Greece. 


As soon as we entered the horse car 


wo were out of all our trouble, but wo 
were forced to reflect that we were not 
following the great example of Socrates 
and to consider that if Socrates had been 
able to return to Athens in a horse car 
this fact would have cut short all that 
noble conversation under the trees, and 
the world might have been without its 
first great idea of an Utopian state. 


But it is evident that modern institu- 


tions are having fair play in Greece. 
The boycott and the horse car are doing 
what they may for civilization there, 
and other fine things will follow. Mean- 
while one sees enough to convince him 
as he wanders on the Aciopolis that the 
very rubbish of the Paithouon is worth 
all the rest of Greece as it is, and it be- 
comes a comfort to know that history 
h.is pretty well proM-d tli.it the so call- 
ed modern Gieeks aie nut Greeks at all
